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VENETIAN BENT [RON WORK FOR AHATEURS.

IT IS certain that there are many of us 
who waste our time wilfully and use- 
lessly on things that are of no use to us, 
and by which we derive no benefit, and at 
the same time we look around, that is, 
when we want to do something, and ask 
ourselves the question, What can I do? or 
What shall I do ? We are willing to do some- 
thing, but what is that something ? Then we 
begin rummagingaround, andkeep it up for 
sometime, until the ambition has left us, the 
time has passed by, and what have we ac- 
complished? Why — nothing. 

Now, for those who are of that nature, and 
have that ambition to want to do something, 
and would like to make an article which 
would serve as an ornament for the home 
rather than buy it, I would suggest a few- 
articles, which I am certain would add to 
the home as well as give those who have 
the desire an opportunity of utilizing their 
time in doing something that is of practical 
use. 

Our first illustration shows a decidedly 
unique candle-holder, and would look well 
in any home when one has a mania for 
things that are odd and antique. 



It is the simplest design of the lot, and 
therefore anyone desirous of trying their 
skill at this interesting work would do well 
to start with it. 

The centre rod could be made of one- 
quarter-inch square iron, and the cross bar, 
three-sixteenth-inch square iron, and one- 
quarter or three-eighth.inch ribbon would 
do very nicely for the scroll work and bind- 
ing. 

If you make it nine inches high, that is 
over all, use one-quarter-inch ribbon, and if 
twelve inches use three-eighth-inch ribbon. 

Illustration number two shows an artistic 
bracket, that can be made of the same ma- 
terial, and would come in very handy, when 
the owner is not fortunate enough to have 
gas. If this bracket were made, and a 
small, neat lamp placed in the holder, with a 
dainty silk shade, it would add to the com- 
fort and lend a cheerful aspect to any young 
lady's room or cozey corner.

The strap to go against the wall could be 
made of three-eighth-inch by one-eighth- 
inch oblong iron, the cross piece which pro- 
jects from the back to the holder one-quar- 
ter-inch square iron, and the holder of three- 
quarter-inch ribbon. For the scroll, which 
starts from the bar to the back, use three- 
sixteenth-inch square iron, and for the scrolls 
use one-quarter-inch ribbon. 

A very simple stand for a library lamp is 
shown in our third illustration. 

The holder is made of one-quarter-inch 
square iron ; the legs, as you see, are in one 
piece : these can be made of one-half-inch 
ribbon, as also the three straps that hold 
them in their place in the centre; in fact, 
one-half-inch ribbon could be used for 
making all the other scrolls. 

The unique candle-holder in our fourth 
illustration shows a decided novelty, but it 
is necessary that the maker should know 
something about repousse work, as the holder 
and base from which the legs protrude are 
made in this style ; the body, as you see, is 
made of three straps; the scrolls are fas- 
tened to these, and, when complete, will re- 
pay anyone for the trouble they have taken 
in making the same. 

After having experimented with this Vene- 
tian iron work and completed several of the 
above design, either to his or her satisfac- 
tion, I am almost certain you will not feel 
satisfied with yourself until you can origi-

nate an idea of your own and execute it in 
this beautiful art. 

It is only then that the most interesting 
part of the work comes into play — you are 
not satisfied to copy or imitate others; you 
want to get beyond this, therefore you will 
look around, and if anything suggests itself 
which you like, why, you can build on the 
same lines, but change the grill work. 

Many an evening can be whiled away, and 
to some advantage; instead of wasting it, 
one can make it so as to be of some use; the 
family might get together, and then one will 
w r ant to try and out-do the other in getting 
up something original, and at the same time 
beautiful as well as useful ; one will suggest 
this, another something else, and in this way 
one is almost certain to have something to 
show for the evening, which otherwise would 
have been wasted.
